He Committee of Eſtates of Parliament conveened by His Majeſties ſpecial Authority: Having ta ir conſide- 
& ration His Majeſties Gracious Letter of the Twentieth of September laſt dire to them wherein 5 bo nf graci 
ouſly pleaſed to ſignifie, that upon the ordering of fix Moneths Ceſſe at 60001. per Moneth, to be raiſed and payed, 
che field Forces now in Scotland are preſently to disband: And for that effect, His Majeſty hath defired the ſaid Com- 
mittee of Eſtates, to order the foreſaid fix Moneths Aﬀeſſement to be raiſed and payed in, to Receiver General 
# Baines at Lieth: And which His Majeſty ( being very ſenſible of the Sufferings of this Kingdom) Is moſt graciouſly 
Fl pleaſed to ſignifie ; He intends ſhall be the laſt of that Nature to be Impoſed upon this Kingdom. Therefore the ſaid 
Committee of Eſiates, being moſt ſenſible of His Majefties care of, great favour thereby expreſſed toward this His 
9 Majeſties Ancient Kingdom; And alſo of the great advantage that will ariſe to the whole Kingdom by the preſent re- 
moval of the ſaid field Forces. Being now ccnveened in frequent Number, by vertue of the power and Authority granted to them by their 
(Commiſſion, granted by His Majeſty and Eſtates of Parliament, Do appoint and oxdain the foreſaid fix Moneths Ceſſe at 6000. I. Sterling 
per Moneth, to beraiſed by the Shires and Burghs of this Ae according to the r «ke of Cefle obſerved in Anno 1653. As 
after followeth : To wit, The Sheriffdom of Aberdene, 339.

the ſesond, and laſt two Terms Aſſeſsment in the ſame manner as the firſt Term is hereby appointed to be leavied: Which Commiſſioners 
of Aſſeſsment aforeſaid , are alſo hereby Authorized, to order, direct, and regulate every thing elſe within their reſpective Shires, neceſſary 
; for the timous raifing and punctuall payment of the foreſaid fix Moneths Aſſeisment, at the three ſeveral Terms abovementioned , and if 
need be, to Poyndand Diſtrenyie therefore : Wherein they are hereby required to do their exact diligence , as they will be anſwerable 
to His Majeſty, and His Parliament thereupon. And Ordains thir preſents to be forthwith Printed and Publiſhed at the Mercat Croſſe of 
. Edinburgh , and other places needfull 3 And the Printed Doubles thereof, to be ſent to the Conveeners of the Shires aboveſpecified , and
